700- X-1-.01 Purpose. The Al abanma Board of Physical Therapy
was created to ensure that the public is protected fromthe

i nconpetent practice of physical therapy. This purpose is

achi eved through the establishnent of m ninmumqualifications for
entry into the profession, through the adoption of rules defining
and delineating unlawful conduct, and through swift and effective
di scipline for those practitioners who violate the applicable

| aws or rules promnul gated thereunder. The Board nmay, at its

di scretion, conduct schedul ed or unschedul ed i nspections of
facilities in which physical therapists practice to determ ne
conpliance with applicable statute/regul ation.

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700- X-1-.02 Conposition And Sel ection O Board.

(1) The Board of Physical Therapy shall consist of
seven nmenbers who neet the qualifications set out in Code of Ala.

1975, 834-24-192(b), appointed by the Governor froma |ist of
five persons nom nated for each place on such Board by the
current licensees and certified to himby the Board. For the
pur pose of preparing the list of five nanmes, the Board shal
conduct an annual neeting at which all physical therapists and
physi cal therapi st assistants holding a current |icense as
identified under the provisions of this act shall have the right
to attend, nom nate, and vote. Nom nations nmay be made fromthe
floor, or mailed to the Board to be received no later than two
weeks prior to the nom nations/election neeting. Late

nom nations will not be accepted. Witten, signed consent of
each nom nee is required. The Board will select the date, tine,
and place of the neeting at which nom nations and voting will be
acconplished. Al licensees will be notified at |east 30 days
prior to said neeting

(2) In the event of a vacancy prior to the next
neeting, the Governor will fill such vacancy fromthe remnaining
nanes on the list. Board nenbers shall be appointed for
staggered ternms of five years each, so that at |east one nenber's
term expires each year. No person shall be appointed for nore
than two consecutive ternms. Four nenbers shall be physica
t herapi sts, two nenbers shall be physical therapist assistants,
and one menber shall be a consuner.

(3) The nmenbership of the board shall be inclusive and
reflect the racial, gender, geographic, urban/rural, and econonic
diversity of the state.

Al abama Board of Physical Therapy shoul d be undertaken only after
consultation with the current nenbers of the Board. Al newy
appoi nted Board nenbers will, within 90 days of their
appoi nt ment, disclose to the board all involvenent in any other
organi zations which could potentially present a conflict of
interest with the duties and obligations of a nenber of The

Al abama Board of Physical Therapy.

(a) The Board shall, at the first neeting after the
appoi nt nent and qualification of any new nenber, elect a chair, a
secretary, and a treasurer, who shall serve until another new
menber is appointed and qualified, or until new officers are
ot herwi se el ected as provided in this rule.

(b) The Board shall elect a chair, secretary, and
treasurer upon the petition of a majority of its menbers.

(c) The Board shall elect a chair, secretary, and
treasurer at its annual neeting if an election has not been held
since its last neeting.

(2) Conmpensation and Expenses. Board nenbers shall be
conpensated on a per diembasis for days actually spent in
performance of their duties in an anmount that shall be fixed from
time to time by resolution of the Board.

(1) "Public Record" for the purpose of these rules
nmeans all Board records which are reasonably necessary to record
t he business and activities required to be done or carried on by
the Board so that the status and condition of such business and
activities can be known by the public. Records which do not
constitute "public records"” include, but are not Iimted to,
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those received by a public officer in confidence, sensitive
personnel and |icensee records, conplaints against |icensees,
items covered under the Privacy Act, and records the disclosure
of which would be detrinmental to the best interests of the
public.

(2) Specific public records are avail able for
i nspection at Board headquarters during regular business hours.

(3) Any person wi shing to obtain copies of specific
public records may request sane fromthe executive director, and
wi || be supplied copies upon paynent of the cost of copying,
handl i ng and postage, which costs will be estimated and set from
time to time by resolution by the Board.

scope of any order of the Board. Such rulings shall be issued
provi ded
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(a) the petitioner shows that he/she is substantially
affected by the rule in question,

(b) sufficient facts are supplied in the request to
permt the Board to nake a valid determ nation, and

(c) the request arises froman actual question or
controversy.

(2) A request for declaratory ruling nust be in
witing and nust specifically state that it is a "request for
decl aratory ruling."
